_Wet or Dry Season Cannot be Deter- 
mined by Moon’s Position 

It is no sign of rain when the horns 
fof a new moon are turned downward, 
says the Weather Bureau of the Unit- 
ed States Departinent of Agriculture. 

The position of the lunar crescent 
fdepends upon the angle that tho 
| moon's path makes with the horizon 
jof the earth. On the same day, the 
| position of (he crescent Is the same in 
yal places having the same Jatitude. If
